STRIKES AMD LOCKOUTS. 


Carroll D. Wright, United States 


Commissions! of Labor, in his annual 
report just published treats of the rela- 
tions of capital and labor so far as they 
apply to strikes and lockouts. The re- 
port shows that daring the past seven 
and a half years Illinois had the largest 
number of establishments affected by 
strikes and lookouts, there having been 
10,060 strikes and 1,193 lockouts. New 
York is second asd Pennsylvania third 
on the list, the former with 9.140 strikes 
and 723 lockouts, and the latter vi ith 
8,210 strikes and 490 lojkonts. 


Th» induatues most affected by 


Kinkes in the period named were tbe 
i. udmg trades with 20,783 establish- 
v&zits inrol.-ed, coal and coke with 
">,r-55, clothing with 3,041, tobacco with 
-',506, food preparations with 2,398, 
it ens quarrying and cutting 1,093, 
metals and metallic goods with 1,834, 
* ransportation with 1,327, printing and 
publishing 608, boots and shoes 607, 
furniture 459, woolen goods 409, and 
brick with 40G. 


The tout! number of employes in- 


volved or thrown out of employment 
duni'g the period covered by the ic- 
port v,as 2,391,2J3. The total n amber 
of strikers or persons engaged in 
originating the strikes was 1,834,21J. 
Lookouts wore ordered in 3,853 estab- 
lishment?, having 271,657 employes, of 
whom U05.867 were thrown out of em- 
ployment. 


The majority of the strikes and lock- 


outs occurred in the States of Illinois, 
Kansas, New York, Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. These five States contain 51 per 
cent of all the manufacturing establish 
meats and employ 58 per cent of the 
capital invested in the mechanical in- 
dustries of the country, taking the 
census of 1890 as the basis of compute 
tion. 


Out of a total of 10,188 strikes for 


the entire country more than 56 per 
cent occurred in twenty-six cities. Tbe 
number of establishments involved 
wera 46,863, of which 61 per cent wero 
in (ho cities of New York, Brooklyn, 
Chicd£0, Boston, Allegheny, Pittsbuif, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Cincinnati 
Milwaukee, Lynn, Fall Eiver, San 
Fraucidco, Baltimore, Nsw Haven, 


' Newark, Cleveland, Eochester, Indian- 


apolis, Qaverhill, Minneapolis, Pater- 
sou, Buffalo, Jersey City, St. Paul and 
Tror. 
I us total wage loss to the employes 


i.-i iLese twenty-six cities was, in round 
uucuoers, $35,000,000, while tbe loss to 
employers was something less than 
$20,000,000. The loss of wages to em- 
ployes by the lockouts was $12,000,000 
and the loss to employers about $6,- 
000,000. 


Out of the 45,863 establishments 


affected by strikes the employes were 
successful in their demand in 20,397, 
partially successful in 4,775 and failure 
followed in 21,687 establishments. Out 
of the 3,853 establishments having 
lockouts 1,833 succeeded in gaining 
their demands, 891-partially succeeded, 
and 1,553 failed. 


The leading causes of the strikes was 


for an increase of wages, a reduction o! 
hours and against a reduction of wages. 
Seven per cent were sympathetic and 
4 per cent were against employmf nl of 
non-union men.

THIS WOOL. QUKSTION. 


What a Woolgrower Says on Hie Sob 


ject. 


EDITOR JOUBNAL:—Replying to your 


article of the 20th I would call to your 
attention the fact that our Nevada 
wool shrinks about 70 ppr cent in scour 
ing, while Australian shrinks about K 
per cent, which is the reason that the 
market declined only one-half to two 
thirds of the duty previously imposed 
on foieign wool. In addition the for 
eign wool was skirted—that is free 
from all inferior wool and waste mat- 
ter. The intent of the McKmley law 
was to afford the American grower a 
protection of 11 cents per pound, but 
owing to the difference in condition 
we of Nevada got protection to the 
amount of 6 or 7 cents only. And for 
the same cause with a tariff of 5 or 6 
cents as you suggest, we would get 
actual protection of 3 or d cents. No 
wonder you say that a tariff of five 
cents would not increase the cost of 
goods to the consumer materially. I 
should say not. Now, I do nut expect 
that what you or I think or say will in 
fluence legislation, but let us be honest 
with ourselves. If any protection is 
good give us a reasonable amount and 
let it be on tha scoured wool, which is 
the 'oasis of all wool purchases.

Sometimes the commissary m not well 
administered, and tho men complain, 
but they can soon get a change if they 
take their complaints to tbo proper offi- 
cer. Tho food is very good and of suffi- 
cient variety for any one 


"Tbe men on shipboard also get all 


they need free, and medical attendance 
costs them nothing.

He is well rallied 
arid well feel

or a hammock, has piopor attention if

He lias ei:' .-?h drill to keep him iu tbe 
best physical condition and give his ap- 
petite a keen edge 
He has lots rf tune 


for amusement. On thore lie c.m play 
billiards and pool free at tho pott, and 
he may enjoy all kinds of csciciro in 
the gymnasium. The men play bjschnll, 
handball, football. They put tbo ham- 
mer aud shot aud enjoy tbemsehes just 
as much as the college boys do Tbe 
government also has at each post aud on 
shipboard a library and a reading room, 
where the men may entertain themselves 
with books and papers 


"Out cf their wages the men must 


pay their barber and laundry bills, which 
together amount to about §3 a month. 


"Besides thin1 the marine is taken care 


of in his old nee. If his hfc has been 
honorable, at the end of 20 years' service 
he may retire to the Mariners' homo, 
where he will have a room to himself, 
a good table, three suits of clothes a 
yem, tobacco free and §2 a month. If 
he cloc= not letire until after ho has 
served 80 years, he then gets three-quar- 
ters pay and three-quarters of all al- 
lowances cf clothing, besides a good 
home and good board, for the rest of his 
life.

Alusworth have given tn the highway- 
men is iiot so highly colored as may be 
bnpposeit. During his brief term of of- 
fice he was a man of note, the darling 
of the fail1 sex, tbe hero of play and 
ditty. He danced at Ranelagh aud dined 
at the clubs with impunity, and when 
at last he became notorious enough to be 
worth apprehension ho passed in trium- 
phal procession from Newgate to Ty- 
burn, dressed in the newest fashion, 
bowing gracefully to the windows, 
wheic ladies of position shed real tears 
of grief, and goyly quaffing a farewell 
cup with admiring friends of his own 
sex. 


The courtly McLean—grocer and gal- 


lant—-made Hyde park his chief scene 
of'action. Here on a November night iu 
1749 he nearly put an end to Horace 
Walpole himself. 
That gentleman's 


coach was stopped by McLean and his 
accomplice, Plnnket, as he was return- 
ing from Holland House. A pistol, ac- 
cidentally going off, grazed the skin un- 
der bis eye, and stunned him. 
"The 


ball went through the top of the chariot, 
and if* I had sat an 'inch nearer to the 
left side must have gone through m 
head." But he freely forgave the fnsc: 
Dating scoundrel, when the law at las 
intervened. 


Hn writes: "My friend McLean 


still the fashion. Have not I reason t< 
call him toy friend? Ho says if the pis 
tol had shot me he had another for him 
self. Can I do less than say I will b 
hanged if he is?" He gives an amnsiii 
description of the rush that was mad 
to see the condemned man in Newgata 
Three thousand people visited him in 
his cell on the first Sunday after th 
sentence, so that he fainted twice from 
the heat. The noble members of White' 
came in a body. Lady Caroline Peter 
sham and other ladies of title wept ove 
him and uttered broken words of com 
fort. "Some of the brightest eyes wer« 
at this time in tears."—Atalanta,
